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ABSTRACT: 

PURPOSE: To obtain a high-voltage transformer which is low in 
cost and 

wherein a gap adjustment is easily carried out without setting the 
legs of a 

core different in length by a method wherein at least a magnetically 
permeable 

spacer is inserted into one of gaps formed at the butting faces of a 
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pair of 
cores. 

CONSTITUTION: A coil 3 wound on a bobbin 2 is inserted in one of 
two sets of 

the butting legs of a pair of C-shaped cores 6a and 6b. A 
magnetically 

nonpermeable spacer 8 is inserted in a gap 7a out of gaps formed 
between the 

butting legs of the C-shaped cores 6a and 6b, wherein the gap 7a is 
formed 

between the butting legs where the coil 3 is inserted, and a 
magnetically 

permeable spacer 9 is inserted into the other gap 7b. By this setup, 
a 

high-voltage transformer of this constitution is able to display the 
same 

performance with one provided with a one-leg polished core, 
lessened in leakage 

flux, enhanced in resistance to EMI troubles, and moreover stabilized 

in 1
